Hagel Likely Obama’s Defense Pick 


Republican’s record on 
Israel stirs opposition 
within his own party 


Washington 

President Barack Obama will nominate 
Chuck Hagel as his next defense sec- 
retary, a senior administration official 
said Sunday, choosing a former Sen- 
ate colleague and a decorated Vietnam 
veteran and signaling he’s ready for a 
contentious confirmation fight likely 
dominated by questions about Hagel’s 
stands on Israel and Iran. 

Obama, who avoided a Capitol Hill 
battle by deciding not to nominate 
U.N. Ambassador Susan Rice as his 
first choice for secretary of state, went 
ahead with Hagel, 66, even as leading 
Republicans announced their opposi- 
tion — though they stopped short of 
saying they try to block Hagel. 

Seeking to soften the ground, the 
White House was alerting Senate 
Democrats that Hagel’s selection as 
the successor to Defense Secretary 
Leon Panetta in Obama’s second-term 
Cabinet was imminent, according to 
a congressional official speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

Obama, who returned to Wash- 
ington on Sunday from his Hawaiian 
vacation, was expected to nominate 
Hagel on Monday. In an interview 
that aired last week, Obama called 
the moderate Republican “a patriot”

Tough Road Ahead for Hagel? 

Chuck Hagel has faced withering criticism from 
Congress since emerging as the front-runner for 
the Pentagon post. He has criticized discussion of a 
military strike by either the U.S. or Israel against Iran 
and backed efforts to bring Iran to the table for talks 
on future peace in Afghanistan. Sen. Mitch McConnell 
said Sunday that he was reserving judgment on 
whether to support Hagel. But McConnell predicted 
the former Nebraska senator would face serious

Background 

Chuck Hagel, who twice received the 
Purple Heart for wounds suffered in 
Vietnam, served in the U.S. Senate for 
two terms ending in 2009. He was an 
outspoken and often-independent voice 
as a member of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, breaking with many 
in his party to sharply criticize the man- 
agement of the Iraq war after he initially 
supported the invasion. Hagel also has 
been a strong advocate for veterans, 
and as a result is “uniquely qualified" to 
help wind down the Afghan war in the 
next two years, an administration offi- 
cial said.

Gunman, 3 
Others Die 
In Standoff 


Aurora, Colo. 

SWAT officers who stormed a Col- 
orado home where a gunman had 
holed up found a horrific scene — 
four dead bodies including that of 
the gunman. 

Police said the armed man fired 
shots at officers Saturday from a 
second-story window before officers 
killed him. Once inside, they found 
the bodies of three other adults. 

The suspect, whose name was 
withheld by police, held officers 
at bay for nearly six hours after 
neighbors reported gunfire at 3 
a.m. inside the modest town home 
in the Denver suburb of Aurora, 
said police Sgt. Cassidee Carlson. 

It wasn’t known if officers shot 
the suspect or if he shot himself. 

Investigators said two men and 
a woman appeared to have been 
killed before officers arrived.

Defiant Assad Emerges in Syria 


In a rare appearance, 
president pledges to 
keep fighting rebels 


Beirut 

A defiant Syrian President Bashar 
Assad rallied a chanting and cheer- 
ing crowd Sunday to fight the 
uprising against his authoritari- 
an rule, dismissing any chance of 
dialogue with “murderous crimi- 
nals” whom he blames for nearly 
two years of violence that has left 
60,000 dead. 

In his first public speech in 
six months, Assad laid out terms 
for a peace plan that keeps him- 
self in power, ignoring interna- 
tional demands to step down and 
pledging to continue the battle 


“as long as there is one terrorist 
left” in Syria. 

“What we started will not 
stop,” he said, standing at a lectern 
onstage at the regal Opera House 
in central Damascus — a sign by 
the besieged leader that he sees no 
need to hide or compromise even 
with the violent civil war closing in 
on his seat of power in the capital. 

The theater was packed with his 
supporters, who interrupted the 
speech with applause and cheers. 

The overtures that Assad 
offered — a national reconcilia- 
tion conference, elections and a 
new constitution — were remi- 
niscent of symbolic changes and 
concessions offered previously in 
the uprising that began in March 
2011. Those were rejected at the 
time as too little, too late. 



Assad has spoken only on rare 
occasions since the uprising began, 
and Sunday’s speech was his first

since June. His last public com- 
ments came in November. 

Assad also demanded that 
regional and Western countries 
stop funding and arming the 
rebels. 

“We are now in a state of war 
in every sense of the word,” Assad 
said, “a war that targets Syria using 
a handful of Syrians and many 
foreigners. It is a war to defend 
the nation.” 

He said Syria will take advice 
but not dictates from anyone — a 
reference to outside powers call- 
ing on him to step down. 

The speech, which was 
denounced by the West, including 
the U.S. and Britain, came amid 
stepped-up international efforts 
for a peaceful way out of the Syri- 
an conflict.

Va. Gov. Seeks Roads Fix 


McDonnell expected 
to present plan to put 
$500M in state coffers 

Richmond 

Gov. Bob McDonnell is heading 
into his final year in office hoping 
to cement his legacy as a problem- 
solver by taking on one of the most 
persistent dilemmas in the state: 
finding a fix for roads. 

McDonnell, a Republican, is 
expected to unveil a proposal next 
week to pump at least $500 million 
a year into the commonwealth’s 
transportation coffers by 2018. 
Without that infusion, a state with 
one of the nation’s largest and most 
congested transportation systems 
will be out of road funds by 2017. 

Getting his transportation pack- 
age through the General Assembly 
in the session that begins next week 
would be a major coup in the eyes 
of supporters and burnish McDon- 
nell’s reputation as a can-do chief 
executive. 

But in a state weary of high tolls 
and the legendary traffic in North- 


ern Virginia and Hampton Roads, 
it poses political risk as well. Crit- 
ics on the left and right are already 
taking shots. 


Vocal Detractor 

Sen. Richard Saslaw, D-Fairfax, 
takes a dimmer view of Gov. Bob 
McDonnell’s record. He recently 
spoke out against a $1.4 billion 
deal to build a 55-mile highway 
between Petersburg and Suf- 
folk, parallel to Route 460, a 
lightly traveled road, (twp) 


What’s known about McDon- 
nell’s package so far, they say, is 
a retread: McDonnell proposes 
taking about half of the promised 
$500 million from the general fund 
— an idea shot down by the Sen- 
ate last year, saying it would cheat 
schools, health care and other core 
government services. 

The battle over McDonnell’s 
transportation plan promises to 
be one of the most contentious of 
the session — one that could have 
huge consequences for both Vir- 
ginia drivers and an outgoing gov- 
ernor with national aspirations. 


McDonnell has not yet dis- 
closed where the rest of the money 
for his plan would come from. He 
has hinted that he is open to link- 
ing the gas tax to inflation, but that 
would bring in more revenue only 
if the price of gas rose. 

Much of McDonnell’s trans- 
portation record appeals to fis- 
cal conservatives. He ordered an 
audit that turned up $1.4 billion 
in unspent transportation funds. 
He also forced reforms at the high- 
flying board overseeing Metrorail’s 
$5.6 billion Silver Line. 

Del. David Albo, R-Fairfax, said 
that when it comes to road money 
in a state like Virginia, “It’s never 
enough.” But $500 million a year 
in new revenue would at least cover 
the cost of road maintenance, so the 
state can stop dipping into funds 
for new construction when it needs 
to make repairs. 

“If he solves the maintenance 
shortfall, which is $500 million 
a year, he has achieved some- 
thing that three governors previ- 
ous couldn’t get done,” Albo said. 
“It’s a very, very big advance.”

Schools are kicking 
out higher number of 
students than DCPS 

Washington 

The District’s public charter 
schools have expelled students at a 
far higher rate than the city’s tra- 
ditional public schools in recent 
years, according to school data, 
highlighting a key difference 
between two sectors that compete 
for the District’s students and tax- 
payer dollars. 

D.C. charter schools expelled 
676 students in the past three 
years, while the city’s tradition- 
al public schools expelled 24, 
according to a Washington Post 


Arlington 

Washington’s Navy Annex is com- 
ing down, more than 70 years 
after it was built as a temporary 
warehouse. 

Crews have begun tearing down 
the walls of the annex, which later 
served for more than 50 years as 
Marine Corps headquarters. Demo- 
lition is expected to be completed by 
September, and the 42-acre site will 
then be turned over to neighbor- 
ing Arlington National Cemetery 
to provide additional grave sites. 

William Brazis, director of the 
Pentagon’s Washington Headquar- 
ters Service, told The Washington 
Post that the complex isn’t archi- 
tecturally pleasing.

Zipcar is convenient, 
but is it better than 
a traditional rental?

The ability to access a car quickly 
and give it back after a few hours 
is exploding in popularity among 
both college students and earless 
city dwellers. 

Zipcar created the car-sharing 
concept in 2000. By the end of the 
decade, car-sharing had caught the 
attention of the two largest U.S. car 
rental companies, as Enterprise and 
Hertz started competing services. 
And last week. Avis, the country’s 
No. 3 car rental company, jumped 
in by offering nearly $500 million 
to buy Zipcar. 

Here’s a look at how Zipcar 
works, for whom it works best and 
what it costs. 


How It Works 

Car-sharing is far quicker than a 
traditional rental — with Zipcar 
and its car-sharing brethren, cus- 
tomers leave a car in a city park- 
ing lot, garage or in an assigned 
parking space on a college campus. 
“Zipsters,” as Zipcar calls its cus-

tomers, then find the car with the 
name tag that matches their reser- 
vation. Viewing the make and model 
on the company’s smartphone app 
allows for easier spotting. 

The car is locked and unlocked 
with a membership “Zipcard.” The 
keys are stashed under the dash. 

Zipcar customers fuel up using 
a gas card that’s stored in each car. 

Car-sharers can extend their 
rental through the mobile app as 
long as another member hasn’t 
reserved the car already. To return 
the car, the renter brings it back to 
a marked parking space and swipes 
the Zipcard on the windshield. 

What It Costs 

To join Zipcar, members pay a $25 
application fee and $50 a year. Rates 
start at $7.50 an hour and include 
gas, insurance and any mileage up 
to 180 miles a day. By comparison. 
Hertz on Demand Standard car 


rental prices vary widely but gen- 
erally range between $50 and $100 
per day in big cities. 

The Pros and Cons 

You’re generally not charged for 
mileage if you’re renting from Hertz 
or Avis. “Zipsters” have to pay for 
any trip longer than 180 miles. For 
a long weekend trip, a Zipcar might 
not be your best bet. And once you 
go beyond 24 hours, car-sharing 
is generally more expensive than 
a standard rental. 

Zipcars aren’t often checked for 
cleanliness or gas in between rent- 
ers (they ask that you keep a quar- 
ter-tank at all times). That can be 
a downside compared with stan- 
dard car rentals. 

But drivers only have to be 21 to 
rent a Zipcar, or 18 if they’re rent- 
ing it from a university campus 
and have a clean driving record. 
Most renters have to be 25 to rent 
through a traditional rental car 
company, though younger drivers 
can sometimes rent for an extra

BCS Collision Course 


Storied programs try 
to add another title 
to illustrious history 



Sometimes, the buildup to a game 
can overwhelm what actually hap- 
pens on the field. 

Certainly, No. 1 Notre Dame 
and No. 2 Alabama would have to 
play nothing less than a classic to 
live up to all the hype for Monday 
night’s BCS championship game. 

The contest, in balmy South 
Florida, has been shaping up as one 
of the most anticipated games in 
years, a throwback to the era when 
Keith Jackson & Co. called one game 
a week, when it was a big deal for 


teams from different parts of the 
country to meet in a bowl game, 
when everyone took sides based on 
where they happened to live. 

North vs. South. Rockne vs. 
Bear. Rudy vs. Forrest Gump. 

The Fighting Irish vs. the Crim- 
son Tide. 

College football’s two most sto- 
ried programs, glorified in movie 
and song, facing off for the big- 
gest prize. 

“It’s definitely not any other 
game,” Alabama linebacker C.J. 
Mosley said. 

For the Crimson Tide (12-1), this 
is a chance to be remembered as 
a dynasty. Alabama will be trying 
to claim its third national champi- 
onship in four years and become 
the first school to win back-to- 
back Bowl Championship Series 
titles, a remarkable achievement 
given the ever-increasing parity

of the college game and having to 
replace five players from last year’s 
title team who were picked in the 
first two rounds of the NFL Draft. 

“To be honest, I think this team 
has kind of exceeded expecta- 
tions,” Alabama coach Nick Saban 
said Sunday. “If you look at all the 
players we lost last year, the lead- 
ership that we lost ... I’m really 
proud of what this team was able 
to accomplish.” 

That said, it’s not a huge sur- 
prise to find Alabama playing for 
another title. That’s not the case 
when it comes to Notre Dame. 

Despite their impressive lega- 
cy, the Fighting Irish (12-0) weren’t 
even ranked at the start of the sea- 
son. But overtime wins against Stan- 
ford and Pittsburgh, combined with 
three other victories by a touchdown 
or less, gave Notre Dame a shot at 
its first national title since 1988. 

After so many lost years, the 
golden dome has reclaimed its luster 
in coach Brian Kelly’s third season. 

“It starts with setting a clear goal 
for the program,” Kelly said. “Are 
we here to get to a bowl game, or 
are we here to win national cham- 
pionships? So the charge immedi- 
ately was to play for championships 
and win a national championship.”

It took 113 days and 625 canceled 
regular-season games, but the 
NHL lockout mercifully ended 
early Sunday as the league and 
the players’ association reached 
an agreement on the framework 
of a new collective bargaining 
agreement. 

“We have to dot a lot of i’s and 
cross a lot of t’s,” NHL commis- 
sioner Gary Bettman told reporters 
Sunday. “There is still a lot of work 
to be done, but the basic framework 
has been agreed upon.” 

The NHL, eight years removed 
from becoming the only league 
in North American professional 
sports history to lose an entire 
season to labor strife, narrowly 
avoided doing it again around 
5 a.m. Sunday. The tentative 
agreement came just days before 
the league-imposed deadline; 
Bettman confirmed last week that 
a deal needed to be in place no 
later than Friday in order to play 
a 48-game season. 

According to reports, the new 


collective bargaining agreement 
is for 10 years (with a mutual opt- 
out clause after eight years) and 
includes a 50-50 revenue split, a 
$64.3 million salary cap ceiling 
in 2013-14 and contract term lim- 
its of seven years (eight if a team 
is re-signing its own players). 

As of Sunday afternoon, the 
NHL had not officially announced 
dates for training camp or the start 
of the regular season, but various 
reports indicated training camp 


will start this week and as early 
as Wednesday. The season could 
start as early as Jan. 15. 

Meanwhile, several Washington 
Capitals took to Twitter to share 
their excitement. 

“Best day of my life!” Caps defen- 
seman Mike Green tweeted. 

Caps forward Wojtek Wolski 
tweeted: “A big thanks to everyone 
who put in the time to get this deal 
done. Great news to wake up to.”

Ten years after ABC began making trouble when it tried to 
steal late-night stars from CBS and NBC to replace “Nightline," the 
network will finally move homegrown talent Jimmy Kimmel into the 
news magazine’s time slot Tuesday. When Kimmel claims his spot 
at 11:35 p.m., he'll take on two towering figures — and the men ABC 
had tried to pinch: CBS’s David Letterman and NBC’s Jay Leno.

“I know moving from midnight to 
11:35 might not sound like a big 
deal — it’s only 25 minutes — but 
it’s probably the most important 25 
minutes of my life, since the first 14 
times I had sex,” Kimmel told his 
audience the day ABC announced 
“Jimmy Kimmel Live’s” promotion. 

Jay and Dave, meanwhile, have 
reacted in a big way to TV’s biggest 
move of the first quarter. 

Leno’s starting his “Tonight” 
show one minute earlier — at 11:34 
p.m. — to get a jump on Kimmel 
this week. “Late Show” host Let- 
terman, on the other hand, recent- 
ly paid a visit to Kimmel’s show to 
wish him the best. 

On Tuesday, “JKL” will have a 
shiny new set but will still be locat- 
ed at the El Capitan Theatre on Hol- 
lywood Boulevard — its sidewalk 
chockablock with Frankensteins and 
Chewbaccas — the perfect backdrop 
for Kimmel’s popular man-on-the- 
street video bits. A handful of 
features have been added to the 
rotation in the weeks leading f 
up to the show’s return from 
holiday break. Other than that, \ 
Kimmel says, he will be “pretty 
much doing the same show.” 

He dismisses suggestions that 
ABC will want him to “broaden the 
show, or make it more wholesome.” 

When “Jimmy Kimmel Live” 
debuted on Jan. 26, 2003, the rum- 
pled, sallow-skinned couch potato

eschewed opening monologues, 
refused to wear a suit and had 
been heard to say, “I would kill 
myself if I was forced to inter- 
view C-level celebrities and pre- 
tend to be interested in them.” 

Nowadays, Kimmel is con 
siderably slimmed down and 
gets his bald spot covered up 
by a makeup artist. He wears 
dapper suits and ties to inter- 
view “Dancing With the Stars” 
rejects. His show has become 
very much a traditional late- 
night talk show — only hip- 
per around the edges. He con- 
tinues to be the best deadpan 
cipher in the business. 

Kimmel doesn’t expect 
to beat Jay or Dave when he 
moves to 11:35, but he thinks 
ratings will increase, if only 
because more people are awake 
than at midnight. 

“Never count Jay out,” 
Kimmel says. “He’s like Jason 
in ‘Friday the 13th.’ He seems 
to pop up just when you think 
he’s dead — he comes alive, and 
he’s got a hatchet.” 

When asked how he can take 
down Letterman, his boyhood idol, 
Kimmel has a ready answer: 

“It’s like if Nolan Ryan is 
pitching to you. You still have 
to try to hit the ball, no mat- 
ter how many baseball cards 
you might have in your bedroom 
or posters of him on the wall.”

An Exhausting Mystery 


It's difficult to keep 
up with 'Deception's' 
numerous plot twists

^ ^ While watching NBC’s 

10:00 series “Deception,” 
J it’s hard not to notice 
the parallels to ABC’s hit drama 
“Revenge.” From a dead body in 
the opening scenes, to the story of 
a scorned woman who embeds her- 
self in a wealthy family to take them 
down from the inside, it’s sort of 
“Revenge”-lite, without the likable 
characters but with about a dozen 
extra tangled subplots. 

In “Deception,” the scorned 
woman is Joanna Padget Locasto 
(Meagan Good), a New York police 
detective wrangled by the FBI to 
work on a possible homicide inves- 
tigation. Vivian Bowers, a 32-year- 
old socialite and party girl, has been 
found dead on the floor of a hotel 


room, and no one’s buying that it 
was due to a drug overdose. That’s 
because Vivian’s an heiress to the 
billion-dollar Bowers Pharmaceuti- 
cal fortune, and her family has been 
skating around the law for years. The 
FBI is convinced that this case will 
finally bring the family to justice, 
and since Joanna is Vivian’s former 
best friend, she’s the perfect one to 
expose their illegal activities. 

The fact that a seasoned cop like 
Joanna happens to be Vivian’s ex-BFF 
is hard to buy, and it’s even more dif- 
ficult to believe that the family, with 
all of its secrets, would so eagerly 
welcome her into the fold. 

Joanna arrives, wearing a wire, 
for Vivian’s memorial service, armed 
with a story about an abusive hus- 
band who drove her away from home. 
Almost immediately, the Bowers 
family patriarch, Robert (Victor Gar- 
ber), offers Joanna a job and a room 
in the family’s estate. 

Daddy Bowers is either the dumb- 
est possibly evil billionaire chief

executive ever, or he’s a believer in 
keeping his enemies close. Either 
way, this sets the stage for Joanna 
to poke around, slowly unearthing 
clues about various misdeeds as she 
further infiltrates the family. 

Though on the surface the show 
is being marketed as “Who killed 
Vivian Bowers?” it’s not enough 
to have one arc on this kind of 
series. Instead, “Deception” falls 
prey to the exhaustive method 
of too -much-storytelling, adding 
layer upon layer of mini-mysteries 
and twists until the weary viewer 
needs a detailed map to keep track 
— or turns off the show entirely.

This fall when Philip Roth told an 
interviewer that he’d stopped writ- 
ing novels, the commentaries that 
surged forth might as well have 
been obituaries. Which writer would 
continue to honor well-made sen- 



tences? Who would capture Ameri- 
ca’s roiling moral anxiety? And was 
there anybody left who could do it

($16.50, Two Dollar Radio) might 
be the tonic they’re hoping for. 
Neugeboren has written in rela- 
tive obscurity for decades — this 
is his I8th book — but the linguis- 
tic precision, wry humor and libid- 
inal neurosis contained in his fine 
new novel put him in good compa- 
ny with the recently retired master. 

The half-intellectual, half-rake 
aspect of the story’s hero, Charlie, 
certainly has a familiar, Rothian 
cast. He’s just returned home to 
Northampton, Mass., from Singa- 
pore, where he’s spent three years 
sowing his oats and making a bun- 
dle working for a palm-oil company 



run by Nick, a college buddy. The 
job was pitched to him as a green- 
energy gig, but as Charlie, the son 
of a novelist and literary scholar, 
discovered, it wasn’t. 

That’s the least of his moral 
quandaries. First, Charlie is impli- 
cated in Nick’s death. Second, back 
in the States, he begins his journey 
of personal reckoning by stealing 
away his father’s young girlfriend, 
Seana, a best-selling author. 

The setup is plastic and absurd. 
But that sense of unreality is delib- 
erate and gives the story urgency 
and energy. There’s a comic glint 
to Neugeboren’s take on heavy 
issues — noblesse oblige, anti-Sem- 
itism, environmental exploitation, 
our hunger for parenthood — that 
doesn’t diminish their seriousness. 

“The Other Side of the World” is 
effectively about a road trip Charlie 
and Seana take from Massachusetts 
to Brooklyn. Yet the mood feels epic. 
Neugeboren’s invocations of classic 
writers bolster the sense of gravi- 
tas: James, Waugh, Greene and, yes, 
Roth. Neugeboren returns again 
and again to the notion that writing 
is not only how we make sense of the 
world but how we make it, period.
